Condemnat i on 

What is condemnation? In a biblical sense condemnation is a 
guilty verdict rendered by God which brings with it His judgment. 
Condemnation is the opposite of justification. Condemnation is the 
default status of everyone who is not in Christ. 

It is crucial to our eternal souls to know if we are condemned or 
justified in the eyes of God. Our human minds have great difficulty 
comprehending the reality of eternity. However it does not take much 
pondering to know that eternal happiness in the presence of our Lord 
and God is infinitely more appealing than an eternal existence in 
darkness where there is weeping and gnashing of teeth! 

Paul tells us in Romans 8:1 "There is therefore now no condemnation 
for those who are in Christ J esus. " How are we to know if we are "in 
Christ J esus7' 

2 Cor 13: 5 states "Examine yourselves, to see whether you are in the 
faith. Test yourselves." How are we to test ourselves? R.C. Sproul, in 
the Reformation Study Bible, sums up a biblical examination of faith: 
"Ask yourself... do I trust Christ (Heb 3:6), am I obedient to God (Matt 
7:21), am I growing in holiness (Heb 12:14; 1 J ohn 3:3), do I possess 
the fruit of the Spirit (Gal 5:22, 23), do I have love for other 
Christians (1 John 3:14), am I a positive influence on others (Matt 
5:16), am I adhering to apostolic teaching (1 J ohn 4:2) and do I have 
the testimony of the Holy Spirit within me (Rom 8:15, 16)7' 

These verses do not reflect works to be performed to gain our 
salvation but are evidences that you are in the faith. Please use these 
verses and related texts to biblically examine yourself to see if you are 
in the faith so that Romans 8: 1 may be applied to you. 

Heavenly Father, we thank you for your Word. It is in Your Word that 
we find your revealed truths. Thank you for providing the means by 
which we can know that we are "in Christ Jesus." And most of all, 
thank you for Your mercy and grace in sending Jesus to pay the 
penalty for our sins so that we may be j ustified in your eyes. Help us 
to share this amazingly good news with everyone we encounter.
